Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Amos intiated the interview to discuss the rejections of record 
under 35 USC 1 12 first paragraphs. Acting Supervisory Examiner Nashed informed Mr. Amos that item b of claim 158 
is not clear with regard to the proximity of the DNA binding domain to the reporter gene to be able to bind the 
transcription activator. It was suggested that item (b) section (i) is amended to recite a specificity element. In addition, it 
was noted that claim 159 needs clarity with respect to the recited "cDNA and synthetic DNA". Applicant will file an 
appropriate amendment to further clarify the claim language.
